HEMORSHGUM TO THE FILES 
SUBJECT: The Comptroller General's Views on H.R. 2663. 


1, Mr. Fisher called on 16 Horch to discuss the linzu:ee 
of Section 10.b. of H.R. 2663 which autherizes the funds available 
to the Agency to te expended without regard te law, or Zor od jects 
of a confidential extraordinary nature which would be acrounted for 
solely om the Birector's certification. 


2. He said several members of the Comptroller's a?7ice had 
raised cuestions coneerning this unlimited svallabllity and he 
wished to refresh his recollection. I rchearsed the histery stating 
that we had initislly preposed cutside contrel, first in the Nstional 
Security Council, and then in the Buresu of the Budret, ond were 
still of the opinies that cach outside control was desirable in 
principle and vractice,. 


3. I stated that the control by the Borean ¢«f the Budget had bean 
specifieally and intentionzlly elininated by the Senate last year chen 
they passed eur Bill, and that vhen we vere cleariag our Bill throurch the 
Burexu of the Budget for sresentation this year, the cucstion had been 
reised as to vhat lansu:ze vould be used in this Seetion, and it was 
deternined thet the languaze vassed by the Senate should be used, if 
i6 would not be Snipes onanle to the Comstroller General's Office. 
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4, I reenlled my earlier conversation with “re. Fisher, in which 

I explained substantially the sane situation; and that he had etated 
vbile he could not approve the lansw-re for the Cemtroller, he did not 
feal the Comptroller would be foresi ta ahjeet atronely te th= swomission 
of such langvage to Congress. Hr. Fisher acreed that this was a cisco 
cSatement. of his wosition cnd-ssis the¢ he vas not now changing tha 
~osition, but wished te refresh his mermry on the facts for e-miaiation 
to the Commtroller's Office. Ea reveated that if the Somtroiiar's 
ocinion were aver by tho Senate, he venld probably be forced ta state 
his basic princinle in such matters thet no suck olanket authority 
should ever be siven. I stated that we vould heve no grounds on waich 
to object to such 2 statement, and Mr. Fisher then said he thoaght it 
extremely unlikely that their office vould be asked fer any oninione 

then stated that if tha Bill were enscted as vasted br the Fouge, s.at 
there veunid tbe no chinge in the Azcenecy's coliey tovards, or use of, 
mamrouchered founds und that iq would not, in any way, alter thea mrliting 
agreement which had been in force ‘sith GAO sinca CIA's conception. <3 
eyild rather simclify and w2zsist the andit made by their reorerentiticve. 
Me. Fisher stated thet he himself ves not tach verturbed by the langasge 
of the Act, and that he exnected no major difflculties te arise. sia 
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
